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The Holstein Outlook For 1935 


A Symposium of Views of Leaders 


HE World is very glad to present the following letters 
T from leaders in various sections of the country giving 

their views on the Holstein outlook. Significant is 
the tact that so many different sections are reported actual 
improvement in business as the basis of their expectations 
of continued better times for the year ahead. In request- 
ing these reports and forecasts, we made a real effort to 
select a fair cross section of the industry, including not 
only breeders who could speak from their own experience, 
but also those in a position to observe conditions fairly 
throughout their sections. Without further comment here, 
we will let the letters speak for themselves. 

From New York State 

Long distance weather prophets are of various different 
schools. Some reach conclusions by scientific study of 

meteorological conditions; others observe the muskrats, 
the woodchucks and the caterpillars; others simply “feel 
in their bones”. 

[ am inclined to think prophesying business conditions 
is just as uncertain and just as likely to be correct by one 
school as another, except that psychology has much to do 
with business conditions so that whenever any large pro- 
portion of the people “feel it in their bones” that good 
husiness is just ahead this very feeling helps to make good 
business. 

At the present time, according to my observations, we 
re quite generally beginning to ‘‘feel it in our bones” that 
ecovery is coming, and I shall be surprised if 1935 does 
not prove to be a far better vear than 1934. I think we 
vere all set for substantial recovery a year ago, but the 
program was seriously interfered with by two major fac- 
tors—the wide-spread and unprecedented drouth, and the 
iIncertainties of election. 30th these factors are removed 
tor the coming year; the drouth is definitely over with and 
e election is certainly settled. 

Our particular industry depends upon general condi- 
ions just as any industry does, but it is especially depend- 
‘nt upon farm conditions. 
farm conditions in general are much improved. There 

e sections of the country where this may not be true, 
ing to special conditions, but I believe it is safe to say 
that the American farmer, in general, is considerably bet 
off than he was a year ago. 

Here in New York State he is certainly better off than 

was, and our Milk Control law, with its Milk Control 
Board, is largely responsible for this improvement. We 
hear some criticism of our Milk Control law and Board, 

it on the whole, they have done a good job under diffi- 
iit conditions, and the dairy farmer’s returns for milk 
& materially increased. 

In this connection I want to say that our Commissioner 

Agriculture, Mr. Charles H. Baldwin, 
proved himself a real friend to the farmer. 

On the whole, I feel optimistic for the immediate fu- 
ture. If we Holstein people can keep step with the times 
ind improve our breeding practices just a little ahead of 
them. we have unlimited scope for future expansion and 
prosperity.

From my observation, which as you know has not 
covered a very large territory, 1 think that our industry 
has every reason to look forward to a more prosperous 
year for 1935. The only way that anyone can predict what 
the future holds is by reviewing the past. From October 
on there has been more business for us than for any simi- 
lar three months in the past three years and it looks at 
this writing as though the milk production and consump- 
tion were nearer even than at any time during the past 
five years. Standing on the threshhold of this new year 
with more inquiries on hand for bulls and young cows 
than we have received in many months, I cannot help but 
feel very optimistic about the industry and if one observes 
the straws in the wind I believe that they all point toward 
a definite upward trend.

A Sales Manager’s View 

One does not need to be a prophet to foretell that there 
are many indications which show the way for better times 
in the Holstein Industry during 1935. 

The trend showed a decided increase in the prices for 
registered Holsteins during 1934, over those obtained in 
1933. It is my opinion that there will be even better prices 
during 1935, but I also look for the greater 
show on the better quality animals. 

In other words, this year promises to demonstrate that 
the breeder who has been growing his calves and young 
cattle well, who has been developing his animals for pro- 
duction, in cow testing work, herd improvement. 01

official test, will come in for the greatest share of the 
better prices. 
Then too, this better breeder will in many instances 


show his animals at local fairs at least; he will mate his 


animals judiciously, and take a forward step in the health 
of his herd: not alone with the tuberculin test, but also 
in testing for Bang’s Disease and mastitis. Then he will 


keep his name before the public with advertising, showing, 
and consigning to public sales of registered Holsteins 
All of factors, and I think important 
that will count more in dollars and cents to the Holstein 
breeder in the next few years than they have in the past. 
You know the number of Registered Holsteins are on the 
increase, as compared, of course, with the number that 
there used to be; consequently the breeders with the bet-

As is always the case, with better prices, there will 
come a greater spread in values between the more or- 
dinary pure bred, and the better pure bred, in the scope 


of all that contributes toward making them better. 

It seems to me that a comprehensive study of the 
eighteen sales which I have managed in Earlville, N. Y., 
during the past two years, point definitely toward a 
marked improvement in the price of Registered Holsteins. 

Herewith, have been tabulated the total amount ob- 
tained at each sale, the number of cattle sold, and the 
iverage. A study of these reports shows a general im- 
provement in the sale averages.

The grand total of these 1934 sales was $90,247.50, for 
879 head, or an average of $102.67. 

Or to put it another way the increased average price 
was exactly $18.50 per animal. 

Recent figures show that there is over 57,000,000 lbs. 
less butter in storage, than there was a year ago; and we 
know that the demand for fluid milk has increased in all 
of the large cities. To an extent at least the prices and 
market for Registered Holsteins is governed by the de- 
mand and prices obtained for dairy products; with this fac- 
tor favorable, and a general feeling of optimism more 
prevalent in everything, the year 1935 promises much for 
the breeders of Registered Holstein Cattle.

From Pennsylvania 


The subject of the outlook for the Holstein industry for 
the year 1935, puts any contributor somewhat in the realm 
of a prophet and yet prophecy is a pastime in which most 
of us are prone to engage. 

_The writer believes there is plenty of evidence to 
anyone who gets out of his own barnyard that there is a 
definite upward trend, not only in prices but also in sales 
activity. Perhaps this statement will be challenged by 
certain breeders who have not felt the current of in- 
creased activity. More inquiries have reached the secre- 
taries’ office during the Autumn of 1934 than any period 
of similar length since our incumbency. There has been 
one qualification demanded in nearly all of these inquiries 
which only a limited number of breeders are able to meet, 
—that is, that cattle be tested for Bang’s disease, and in 
most cases the demand goes even farther and state that 
they must be from herds which have had at least one 
clean test. This is perhaps the reason that some breeders 
have not felt an increase in business. It is apparent that 
those interested in purchasing cows at present are those 
who have suffered losses from Bang’s testing and are 
needing replacements. If they have signed up under the 
Federal plan they are only buying from herds that they 
believe to be free from this disease. These buyers do 
not care how good producers one has or how well they 
are bred, nor do they care to waste any time looking 
at cattle that are unable to meet the health requirements, 
which they are forced to respect or they will lose their 
right to indemnity. Breeders who ignore this market 
trend are simply standing in their own light, as the 
molasses thit attracts the flies in the game of marketing 
Holsteins is a herd tested and free from Bang’s disease, 
and it has been observed on numerous occasions that the 
man who has a surplus of cattle which he can not sell, is 
not willing to test his herd. Of course there are excep- 
tions to this both ways but any attempt to look into the 
future has to deal with generalities. If our conclusion is 
correct that there has been more pure bred Holstein trans- 
actions for the last half of 1934, then what of the 
1935. 


As an answer to this question it would be interesting 
to know that there are now on file in the Bureau of Animal 
{industry at Harrisburg, applications from forty-one thou- 
sand Pennsylvania herd owners who want their cattle 
tested. This information is the basis for predicting a very 
active demand for blood-tested cattle to make the neces- 
sary replacements in these herds that will be tested in 
1935. It is hard to believe that the owner of untested 
cattle will have any better outlet during the coming year,

but there will certainly be a demand for replacements if 
the Bureau of Animal Industry keep up with the applica- 
tions. It would not be surprising if before the next twelve 
months roll around, we would see a very active demand 
for Bang-free Holstein cattle, at least in the Keystone 
State.

Conditions, as I see them, certainly give promise of 
much better times for the Holstein industry during 1935. 

The market for and interest in registered cattle are in 
direct relationship with the market for milk and milk 
products. How could we expect any dairyman to be inter- 
ested in better cattle with the milk market as we had it 
in 1933. It is the feeling down the line which makes the 
market for those higher up. 

The milk market situation is greatly improved. The 
trough of the dairy cycle has been shortened by the 
slaughter of drought cattle and the elimination of Bang 
disease cattle. The storage supplies of milk products are 
in a good statistical position. The supply of milk has 
been decreased by the shortage of feed this bringing it 
closer to the curtailed consumer demand. It is my belief 
that milk would be selling for more today if the consumer 
were able to pay. 

This situation will improve over the coming year. Busi- 
ness is without question on the mend. Although I do not 
look for a boom, nevertheless, these economic situations 
have always righted themselves in the past and will do 
so in the future. 

But with a return of a better market for Holstein cat- 
tle, are the buyers going to be satisfied with the same type 
of cattle as they were when the bottom dropped out of 
the market. We have already found, because of the breed 
associations’ work on type, that there was no preferred 
market just because they had the papers. 

A great many good pure breds have now become grades 
because the registration papers were not kept up. Grades 
have also been graded up by more vigorous culling. The 
dairyman has now come to the point where, to hold his 
production, he must have bulls which he can expect to do 
it. It appears to me that the market for a bull just be- 
cause his dam has a large semi-official record, is about to 
fade out. The breed associations are rightfully giving 
attention to the breeding angle, so that registered cattle 
may be able to keep ahead of the procession. 

Therefore, to sum up, 1935 promises improvement and 
the breeder who is to reap the most from the improve- 
ment which will come over the next several years is the 
one who now gives more attention to the question of 
proven blood lines.

The passing year has shown a very good improvement 
both in prices and demand tor breeding stock, especially 
in the better kinds. J sincerely feel that the New Deal 
has been a big help to farmers in our locality—-they are 
receiving much more money for their products and a de- 
mand has been created. 


Of late we are receiving many inquiries from Latin- 
American countries for both Holsteins and Duroc-Jerseys. 
We have shipped several large orders of high class Duroc 
hogs during the last few months. Our sale of young bulls 
has been fairly good during the last few months, good in- 
dividuals from record cows being in best demand. Of 
course, plenty of the thirty-dollar-a-dozen kind have gone 
down the road too. 


The last few years have brought about wonderful gen- 
eral improvement in the average type and culling of low 
producers with still plenty of room for improvement. The 
State and Federal governments disease eradication pro- 
gram has been a big help toward demand for clean stock 
and this should improve as the program goes further along. 

Our section of Pennsylvania has been well blessed with 
a good growing season during 1934 and ample hay and 
roughage are in store for winter feeding. The demand 
for fluid milk is fair; prices could be higher to equalize 
the fast rising prices of concentrates. All of these of 
course have their effects on Pure Bred development. 


To sum up the 1935 prospects for Holstein breeders I 
believe the breeders, who have and add to their herds 
carefully selected good type individuals (especially with 
good udders and size) and use a good bull of popular blood 
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lines and maintain a clean bill of health on their herds, 
will find a good ready market for their Holsteins at good 
prices and at a gradual increase during the next few 
years.

From New Jersey 


I think that it now is reasonable for us to expect busi- 
ness to recover from the shock of the great cleansing 
process of the past few years and to gradually regain its 
equilibrium. It is only natural that it should be a little 
wobbly on its feet at first, but it is my belief that by the 
middle of 1935 most of the staggering will be over and 
that we will again be able to look ahead with a reasonable 
degree of certainty. The fear which has predominated for 
several years is being replaced by confidence and vision, 
which fact should materially help toward the solution of 
some of our perplexing social and economic problems. 

As the purchasing power of the great majority of our 
population increases, the use of dairy products will also 
increase. Consumption of milk fell off rapidly with the 
decrease in income of our people and it is only reasonable 
to suppose that it will rise again as people get more money 
to purchase necessities with. This, coupled with the fact 
that a great many of our cattle have been slaughtered in 
the past year due to the drouth, disease control and other 
reasons, should more nearly balance supply and demand 
of our products, which means better prices for milk and 
butterfat. Increased demand for milk plus better prices, 
which are even now evident, will mean increased demand 
and the resultant better prices for dairy cows. 

As the prices of dairy cows increase, farmers again 
will become interested in raising their replacements and 
surplus animals to sell. It is reasonable to expect that a 
great many dairy farmers, enlightened by the necessity 
of economical and efficient production during the past 
few years, will want to raise better cows than they have 
had before. They will come to the breeders of seed stock 
for bulls and foundation cows, and as they get more 
money to spend will be willing to pay more for animals 
of proved production and ancestry. We most certainly 
should see a demand for this type of animal at better 
prices before long. 

Sixteen years ago when I stocked this farm, I chose 
Holsteins because I believed them to be robust, hardy 
cows capable of resisting disease and producing and re- 
producing more efficiently and more economically than 
any other breed—and at the same time to furnish a most 
essential and healthful article of food. All these years 
of ups and downs have not altered this belief. We may 
have to standardize our milk or add a few other cows to 
satisfy a dealer created demand or ill advised and dis- 
criminatory legislation, but it is my firm belief that the 
Holstein will be the farmer’s cow for many years to come, 
and that her share of the great fluid milk market will not 
be materially decreased to any permanent degree. 

Our various forms of testing for production have been 
stepping stones of progress toward our latest baby, the 
Herd Test, which is being enthusiastically received by 
those who have tried it. The Herd Test, coupled with the 
classification of herds and sires by means of daughter- 
dam comparisons, is opening the way to a real breeding 
program based on proven production and reproducticn. 
Such a program is bound to bring lasting results, and | 
believe we will see great expansion in the Herd Test in 
the coming year. 

The leadership of our Association is sound; has the 
necessary background and prestige to inspire confidence; 
and I trust will be induced to remain with 
years to come.

look forward to better business in 1935, which means bet- 


ter milk conditions and better demand for our cattle at 
better prices; not a boom—but a clearer road out of the 
woods.

From New England 

Breeders of Holstein cattle in New England have real 
reason to feel encouraged. Conditions as of January first 
nineteen thirty-five have definitely improved over a year 
ago. 

Bulls approaching serviceable age are scarce. Those 
possessing type with production back of them are in ready 
demand, mostly at prices that leave some margin above 
cost of production. Cows and heifers which indicate pro- 
ducing ability, from sound and clean herds are moving 
freely. 

Recently I saw fifteen head of young pure bred Holstein 
cows in eastern Vermont which had just been sold for 
$1,400 to go into Rhode Island. These were of very or- 
dinary size and type, with no known production, but were 
sound and clean. A year ago they could not have been 
moved at $50 a round. In northern New Hampshire, where 
considerable cattle are raised to supply the nearby dairies 
of the greater Boston market, the same condition exists. 
A year ago, cattle dealers were few and far between; now 
their activities are very noticeable. 

Milk production per cow, in New England, is the lowest 
for eleven years. This is due to 1934 summer drouth in 
many sections, scarcity and high cost of hay along with a 
greatly increased price of grain. Notwithstanding the 
relatively low buying power due to unemployment, the de- 
mand for fluid milk has more nearly caught up with the 
supply than a year ago; and the surplus bug-a-boo is fast 
fading. 

Massachusetts and Vermont are pushing tuberculosis 
eradication; both states expect to be accredited by 1936. 
The cleaning up for Bang’s disease has received some 
impetus from Federal appropriations. This has been sup- 
plemented and testing stimulated a great deal in the state 
of Maine through wise legislation at a special session this 
past fall, whereby the state matched dollar for dollar with 
the Federal Government on indemnity for Bang’s disease 
plus the carcass salvage to the owner. It is hoped and be- 
lieved similar beneficial legislation will be enacted in 
other New England States this coming winter. 

Milk Control Boards are functioning in four of the New 
England States. Doubtless the remaining two wil! enact 
legislation favoring such setups in the near future. These 
sjoards stabilize the market, prevent ruinous price chisel- 


ing and are a protection to the consumer by insisting on 


-rice commensurate with costs which naturally favors 
quality goods. 
The greatest preventative to a really profitable re- 


covery for Holstein Breeders of New England is the craze 
for high fat content milk, yellow color, and the accompany- 
ing demand for high total solids. This is promoted by the 
larger distributors as competitive sales talk and is aided 
and abetted by unwise Health Board standards. To show 
how far this thing has gone. | need only recite a recent 
ruling by a big distributor in one of New England’s larger 
cities, which is, i. e., “On and after January 1, 1935, no 
milk will be purchased which comes from any herd where 
there is any Holstein cow.” The consuming public is not 
demanding such ridiculous things, but are only lead to 
believe such propaganda is just, through false, ignorant, 
and selfish rulings of distributors and Health Boards. 
Countless numbers of consumers are being deprived of 
NATURE'S GREATEST FOOD, fresh, clean, wholesome 
milk from healthy cows, at a price which they can afford 
to pay through such outrageous standards as set up by 


some Boards of Health and milk distributors. On the 
other hand clean 3.3 to 3.5 per cent milk from well fed, 
healthy Holstein cows is being penalized and discrimi- 


nated against and in some instances not even being per- 
mitted to be sold. ‘ 

Years of constructive Holstein breeding in many herds 
is being destroyed through the compulsory introduction of 
the so-called yellow cow because of the insistent demand 
by some distributors and Health Boards. 

The Holstein Friesian Association of America and its 
Board of Directors fail to realize the seriousness of these 
conditions. They could render no greater service to the 
consuming public as well as to Breeders than to vigorously 
correct these things. This can be done through contact- 
ing at once with the Milk Standards Committee of the

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In The Pittsburgh Area

OHN A. BELL, JR., Pittsburgh, Pa., since the sale of 
J the original Bell Farms and herd, has been quietly 

building a select small herd which he has named the 
Jonabell Herd. He has been working entirely with the 
lines of breeding which he proved in his earlier efforts. 
The particular lines he selected for concentration were 
King Valdessa Pontiac and Finderne Pride Fayne, former 
Bell Farms herd sires. Their progency were distinguished 
for heavy production, with plenty of type, the Get of King 
Valdessa Pontiac taking All-American Get of Sire honor 
in 1923, while Finderne Pride Fayne even yet is the only 
bull that has ever sired two 35,000-lb. daughters. 

It was recently my privilege to spend a day with John 
Bell, looking over his herd and other neighboring herds 
in the Pittsburgh area, and I am sure the readers of the 
World will be interested to hear about some of the things 
Isaw. At last, the Jonabell Herd has found a home where 
John can go out and put them to bed nights. When he 
first established the new herd, following the disposal of 
the original Bell Farms property to Messrs. Rieck and 
_Nettrour, the Jonabell herd was located up at Phoenix, 
New York, under care of Fred Jensen, former Bell Farms 
herdsman. Later, to make it more accessible from Pitts- 
burgh, it was moved down to the farm of Mr. J. B. Hen- 
derson, about 25 miles out. This fall the Tener Estate, 
only three miles from Mr. Bell’s home in Sewickley, be- 
came available under lease. Originally designed for Milk- 
_ing Shorthorns, Mr. Bell has done some remodeling, dolled 
up the interior work with aluminum paint, and has an 
ideal plant for his small herd of about thirty head. The 
land on this 158-acre farm is rolling, with a sheltered 
southern exposure for the main buildings, which fits in 
well with the open-air shed method of wintering the grow- 
ing heifers. 

The herd is being developed on a very practical basis, 
With no attempt at heavy forcing for extreme production. 
Practically the whole milking herd is carried year after 
year in Class C test in the Advanced Registry, under con- 
ditions of animal husbandry that any good dairyman could 
duplicate. Mr. Bell’s aim is to breed “real Holsteins” 
around the breed average or slightly higher for butterfat 

test but with heavy milk production, and level, strong type 
“and dairy character. 

Two great dams are serving as the foundation upon 
which he is building. These are Advocate Pride, a grand- 
daughter of both King Valdessa Pontiac and Finderne 
Pride Fayne, and Onaco Concorde Hartog Fayne, a daugh- 
ter of Finderne Pride Fayne. “Old Pride,’ recently 
deceased at past twelve years of age, was a model of con- 
formation, faultless in rump, beautifully modeled through- 
out, reflecting character in every line, and with a wonder- 
fully attached udder. Her son, Jonabell King, is sire of 
most of the older members of the breeding herd. So 
promising are they in type and production that Will Mos- 
crip arranged to get him as soon as Mr. Bell could spare 
him, and he is now in service at the head of the famous 
North Star herd. His daughter, Jonabell Olga, is prob- 
ably the finest young cow in the herd today. At 2 years, 
1 month of age, she made a Class (¢ record of 410 Ibs. fat, 

53,222 lbs. milk and she is now going right on from there. 
Her son, by Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again, is now one of 
the herd bulls at the Wait Farm, Auburn, N. Y., where 
Advocate Pride herself was bred. Other beautiful daugh- 
ters of this bull in the herd are Jonabell Ora, just finishing 
with about 400 lbs. fat and 12,000 lbs. milk; Jonabell Opal 
(out of Fairest of All) with 332 lbs. fat, 10,880 lbs. milk in 
305 days (carrying calf 234 days); and Jonabell Junita 
with 363 Ibs. fat, 13,211 lbs. milk—all as two-year-olds in 
Class C. Jonabell Olivia, sired by a full brother of Jona- 
bell King, is another star in this line, with 407 lbs. fat, 
13,038 lbs. milk as a two-year-old. A younger son of Ad- 


vocate Pride is retained for service. This is Jonabell 
Noel, sired by Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again. His first 


six calves are about the nicest, squarest youngsters one 
could ask for. “Old Fayne,” the other foundation cow and 
still an active member of the herd at thirteen years of 
age, has a Class C record in nine-year-old form of 739 lbs. 
fat, 25,049.8 lbs. milk, the third highest milk record in her 
class nationally—state champion for milk and second in 
Pennsylvania for fat in her class. Her great production 
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is being carried on in the breeding program through two 
sons and an outstanding daughter, Fayne of Jonabell, who 
made 11,220 lbs. milk and 362 lbs. fat in 305 days as a 
junior two-year-old, calving again within the year. Ot 
the two sons, Jonabell Anchor, a yearling by Moratorium 
(a grandson) of Advocate Pride, bred to order, for Mr. Bell 
at Wait Farms), is a yearling in active service, while the 
other son is a baby calf that may see some service later on. 

Mr. Bell is not putting all his eggs in one basket. He 
has implicit faith in the inheritance of these young bulls 
he is retaining, but he is using four or five of these young 
bulls in his small herd in the expectation that out of the 
lot will emerge some who do the trick better than others. 
His whole program is built on the theory of proven in- 
heritance that will make every bull calf born in the herd 
a potentially safe “‘improver.” 

Thus in addition to the young herd sires already men- 
tioned, he has coming along for early service Jonabell 
Achilles, a son of Moratorium (previously mentioned), out 
of Jonabell Jean, a sweet young cow by DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch and out of a daughter of Governor Fobes 
from the famous Vickery Vale family, and Dunloggin Ad- 
miral Posch, by Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again and from 
DeCreamCo B B F Tidy, with 802.9 lbs. fat in Class B at 
4 years, and she by DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes. 

We have mentioned Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again, as 
sire of two of these young herd sires. This bull, out of the 
highest record daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes, is now 
in active service at Dunloggin, largely on the strength of 
the proving he earlier received in the Jonabell Herd. His 
daughters here, a wonderfully attractive group, are now 
starting into production, milking around 40 lbs. a day and 
testing around 3.8—not dad for first calf heifers on 
straight two-time milking. 

An important later addition to the herd is Spring Farm 
Peace Inka. Mr. Bell fell in love with her at the Royal 
Winter Fair, where she was second in the senior calf 
class, and purchased her of her breeder and owner, Jack 
Fraser. She was later honored with the Reserve All- 
American designation for her class. She interested Mr. 
Bell particularly because her sire, Sir Inka Palmyra, is a 
close descendant of one of his old favorites, Bell Farm 
Palmyra, one of the great daughters of King Valdessa 
Pontiac. 

My train for Chicago (I was enroute to the U. S. Na- 
tional Sale) did not leave until midnight, so I had an 
opportunity to view the herd again in the evening under 
the lights, as Mr. Bell, when business permits, usually 
runs out from home again in the evening to watch them 
“tucked in’ for the night, and to take a hand in it him- 
self. The second look was even better than the first, for 
a herd never looks more appealing than under the lights 
when taking their ease, following the evening feeding and 
milking. My impression was strongly confirmed that here 
is truly one of the outstanding small herds of the breed, 
and one that under Mr. Bell’s skilled guidance, will be a 
real source of “seed stock” for future breed improvement. 

Staunton Farm 

During the day, we were early joined by Albert Craig, 
one of John’s neighbors who has followed him in several 
important jobs, including the presidency of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Federation of Holstein Clubs, and more re- 
cently as a director of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. The Craig establishment is owned jointly by 
Albert and his father, George L. Craig, and is known as 


Staunton Farm. It is located a few miles in the other 
direction out of Sewickley (smart Pittsburgh suburb). 


This is another small but very select herd. maintained on 
a very productive 124-acre farm, of which 91 acres are 
under cultivation. They grow alfalfa as the foundation of 
successful dairy practice, using a 16% dairy feed along 
with this excellent roughage. Sweet Clover pasture is an 
important part of the summer program. The whole herd 
is run in the herd test Class C under practical farm con- 
ditions, averaging last year 335.4 lbs. fat, 9.599 lbs. milk, 
with only two mature cows in the lot. 
should go materially higher. 
Foundation dam of the herd is the grand old cow, Lady 
Lola Piebe, now past 15 years of age and still breeding

Regarding your request for opinions relative to future 
of All-American designation, I just wish to say that I get 
a great kick out of following the show reports in the 
World and getting the All-American designations is a 
climax to series of thrills. It is no doubt the ambition of 
most Holstein showmen to be able to breed or bring out 
an All-American, and it is an attainment well worth 
striving for. 

Personally I would very much dislike seeing it discon- 
tinued. I have no criticism to offer regarding the way the 
committees have been chosen, on the contrary I feel that 
vour method has brought the logical men together. I 
have sometimes felt that to be eligible to compete for 
All-American honors an animal should make at least two 
major shows and thus come into competition with more 
of the tops. It has seemed somewhat unfair to breeders 
who make the strongest possible circuit that their animals 
should in the end lose out to those making just one show. 

However, I feel that when the World instituted All- 
American designations for Holstein Cattle, a decided step 
forward was taken for their show stuff. 

Your current Holiday issue was a masterpiece and the 
84 pages reminded one of old and better times.

THE RAMBLER CONCLUDES THE YEAR 
“ditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

With better than 27,500 miles behind him in less than 
eight months and some odd two hundred herds visited in 
sixteen states scattered from New York on the East to 
Washington on the West the writer is quite glad to see 
the end of the year approach and to look forward to a 
new year with new herds to see and new breeders to meet. 

I certainly have enjoyed every minute of my visits 
with these Holstein breeders and have been more than 
impressed with the cattle that I have seen. To me the 
best education that a breeder can get these days is to 
visit his fellow breeders and to see what they are doing 
in the way of breeding better dairy cattle. Too many 
breeders simply have registered cattle and are not making 
any particular effort to improve the looks or the produc- 
tion of their cattle. 

There are too many breeders today who are content 
to sit idly by and to register up their cattle year after 
year without making any effort to find out just what cows 
in their herds should be disposed of for beef and which 
ones should be kept as seed stock. 

Many of the herds that I visited this year are not test- 
ing, some of them stopped testing in the dark days fol- 
lowing 1929 and others never have tested. In talking 
with these breeders they have frankly told me that they 
never were urged to test by anyone and besides it cost 
too much. Little did they realize that it costs less per 
year in most states to put a herd on herd test under the

‘-N the Round Table this week, we present a number of 
| letters in answer to our request for views of our read- 
ers regarding the future of the All-American Selections. 
We are naturally pleased at the letters sent in support of 
the All-American idea, but it was not our purpose to solicit 
praise. If that is the way breeders feel about it, we are 
of course, glad to be reassured, but on the other hand we 
want a frank expression and particularly request anv of 
our readers who may have contrary ideas to write us just 
what they think—and why. We would especially like to 
hear from exhibitors because after all they are the ones 
most directly concerned. If any of our readers for any 
reason would prefer to write us personally, and not for 
publication on this subject, such communications will be 

given equal weight in arriving at a final conclusion. 


The Outlook 


E are taking liberal space in this issue to present 
Wi: considerable detail the views of representative 

breeders and leaders in our industry regarding the 
outlook for 1935. The series will be continued in our next 
issue also, as numerous other letters on the subject, report- 
ing on conditions in other important Holstein areas, in- 
cluding Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, etc., are on the way, re- 
ceived too late for inclusion this week. 

What a heartening message these letters convey! The 
Great Plains section, hard bit by the drouth, is staggering 
through the winter, but with courage and hope undimmed. 
Most other sections report substantial improvement al- 
ready in evidence, and the stage all set for a real forward 
movement in 1935. 
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Breeders who have been able to carry on their develop- 
ment programs of testing and showing, who have taken 
advantage of the price situation to cull their herds and 
improve the quality and who have been successful in the 
matter of herd health, are likely to reap better financial 
returns for their efforts in 1935, if we read the signs aright. 
We must, of course, not let our optimism run wild nor get 
our expectations too high. We do not want a boom, with 
its accompanying reactions, but if we will all keep plug- 
ging along and not forget the lessons of the past four 
vears, we feel confident that a year hence we can look 
back on 1935 as a year of substantial progress along the 
pathway of Recovery. 


Should Directors Be Delegates? 
subject well worthy of consideration and discussion 
A is raised by a Wisconsin reader in the Round Table 
this week. We refer to the suggestion that officers 
and directors of the National Association should not be 
candidates for delegate to the annual conventions. 

In the past there has been no settled policy on this 
point. About a third of the present directors regularly 
decline to permit their names to go on the ballot, while 
the others have taken the position that they might be of 
greater service to the Association and the membership 
if they attended as delegates with full power to vote on 
all matters coming up for decision. 

Conditions may differ in different states, some districts 
preferring to send their most active and able men as dele- 
gates, even though they may also be serving on the Board, 
while elsewhere the feeling of the members may be as 
expressed by our correspondent. We do not believe any 
general change in the by-laws covering the subject would 
be wise because it would open up a multitude of other re- 
strictions on eligibility that would be just as logical and 
which would result in a general tangle on legal grounds. 

At any rate, we would be glad to have the views of 
members on the subject for publication in our Round 
Table, and it is timely right now, with the nominating pe- 
titions soon to be mailed out by the secretary and the 
Golden Anniversary Convention at Seattle in the offing. 
Doubtless our directors would themselves be glad to know 
the feeling of the breeders from their own states as a 
guide for their voluntary action. 


Attend Your State Meetings 
HIS is the season when most of the State Holstein 
"T associations hold their annual meetings. We urge 
avery breeder who can possibly do so to attend his 
own state meeting and join in its activities. 

There is plenty of work for the state associations to 
do—work which with proper support they can do more 
effectively than any other agency, and work which should 
-roduce more results now that the sun seems to be break- 
ing through the clouds. 

No state association can accomplish much without a 
loyal interested membership. The officers cannot do it 
alone, and it takes the heart out of them if the rank and 
file adopt an indifferent attitude. 

Under the new extension set-up, it is expected that Mr. 
Clark will have more opportunity to help the various state 
organizations with their programs. The time is certainly 
opportune for breeders to add new punch to the work of 
those organizations which have carried through and are 
continuing to function, and to get behind those which 
have become more or less inactive, help to instill the 
breath of life into them and get them going again on some 
worthwhile program. 

Attendance and participation in your state annual 
meeting will help yourself, your state association and the 
industry at large. 


Some Fundamentals in Selling 
E were interested to read in the current issue of 
Wie Guernsey Breeders Journal an article by the 
well known Guernsey salesman, Willjam S. Dunn, 
on the topic of how to sell cattle to best advantage. Mr. 
Dunn lists three fundamental principles which are good 
workmanship, by which he means sound breeding; second, 

intelligent advertising, and third, conscientious sales. 
Under the first point, the writer stresses the fact that 
foundation of successful selling is laid by the building of 
the factory and the quality of its products, so that, accord- 
ingly, the building of one’s herd is fundamental to suc- 
cess in marketing its individuals, with breeding along 
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established, popular, sound blood lines and the health of 
the herd always paramount. 

Under the second heading of intelligent advertising, 
the writer recommends the use of the breed publication as 
the best medium of keeping the story of your herd before 
those interested in your breed. He stresses also the im- 
portance of exhibiting at the fairs, not only to establish 
the correctness of the type of the herd as compared with 
the breed standards, but also because of its important ad- 
vertising value. Official testing of the herd is also recom- 
mended not only as a guide in breeding but also to bring 
increased value to the surplus animals offered. Occa- 
sional consignments to public sales are also stressed as 
a valuable means of publicity. 

The final point—conscientious sales—is developed 
along the line of giving the buyer a good value in desirable 
cattle, and then taking a continuing interest in them after 
the sale is made, and cheerfully adjusting anything that 
goes wrong. An animal from your herd that has not made 
good or that is not as represented is an expensive sale re- 
gardless of the price you may have received. 

A particularly good point is made in the quotation of 
the late Jimmy Dodge to the effect that the butcher is 
the breeder’s best customer. In other words, culling 
should be done over the block instead of passing on 
inferior animals to some unsuspecting purchaser. This is 
good doctrine for all breeders of pure bred dairy cattle. 





The Cover 


ING OF LAUXMONT 603795 is our cover selection 
K for the first issue of the New Year. From his calf 

days up to the present, he has been knocking at the 
front door for top recognition as a prize winner, but never 
quite as loudly as this year in four-year-old form, follow- 
ing his great triumph as grand champion at the Royal 
Winter Fair of Canada. He was bred by H. E. Robertson, 
York, Pa., being a son of the Robertson foundation sire, 
King Piebe of York, and out of Loyalsock Korndyke Witra, 
Pennsylvania State champion 3-year-old with 859.5 Ibs. 
fat, the second dam having 948.3 lbs. fat. As a calf, with 
the Robertson show herd in 1930, he was junior champion 
at Ohio State Fair under Joe Eves, second at Maryland, 
and a prominent winner through the southern circuit. The 
next spring, he was sold to Mr. S. Forry Laucks to head 
the herd he was establishing at Lauxmont Farms, and his 
name was changed from King Piebe of York 57th to King 
of Lauxmont. In 1931, he was grand champion at Mary- 
land in yearling form for Lauxmont (Bob Haeger judg- 
ing), taking the same honors again at the same show in 
1932 as a two-year-old under Herb Kildee, both years 
being recognized as one of the real tops of the season for 
age. In 1933 as a three-year-old, he was senior champion 
at Maryland under Ward Stevens, and headed the aged 
bull class at Eastern States under Vere Culver, in the 
meantime sandwiching in a number of championships at 
the Pennsylvania Farm Show and other exhibitions. At 
the close of the season, he was awarded Reserve All- 
American honors in the three-year-old section. This past 
season, he made a few county fairs in Pennsylvania, and 
came over to the Royal at the head of the Eastern U. S. 
contingent piloted by Jim Bollerup. He proved to be the 
sensation of the male section at this greatest of Royal 
Shows, and stood out as one of the real champions in the 
whole history of that famed exhibition. While Man-O- 
War 30th and Carnation Matador Masterpiece were both 
rated above him for All-American recognition in 1934, he 
is still on the way up, not yet in the peak of his develop 
ment, and it is generally conceded by those who have seen 
him that he may well be THE aged bull of 1935. His first 
public appearance of the new year is scheduled for the 
Pennsylvania Farm Show this month. 

At Lauxmont, where his entire life of service has been 
spent, they have a very promising lot of young daughters 
coming on, the oldest now completing records that will 
add still more to his fame and recognition.

From Ohio 

You ask for an opinion of the -Holstein Outlook for 
1935. Conditions have improved very much the last few 
months and things look better for next year than they 
have at this time of the year for several years. Our 
breeder’s are very much encouraged and are giving and 
will continue to give more thought to a breeding pro- 
gram. One of the main reasons for this is the increased 
price of good cattle, brought about largely through the 
Govt. Bang’s Disease Testing program. A large number of 
cattle have been eliminated and in spite of the fact of feed 
shortage and low prices of milk, the demand for cattle, 
has raised prices 15 to 25 per cent. It now seems that 
many more people will get back to work next year, which 
will increase milk consumption which in turn will increase 
milk prices. This is the great need at the present time. 
If the surplus milk can be put into the bottled milk class, 
it will be a great boom to the industry. We believe this 
is going to happen and also that Class 1 prices will in- 
crease.

I received your letter and will try to answer it to the 
best of my ability, as to my view on the outlook of the 
future. 

Some two years ago, you asked me this same question. 
At that time, I answered in this manner, “My view on the 
outlook of the future for sometime to come is so dark that 
it would not look good in print.’”’ Perhaps you will recali 
this statement. But at this time, my views are different, 
and I am pleased to express myself. 

I sincerely believe that especially our breed of cattle, 
Holstein-Friesians, have a very bright future ahead. I 
believe that cows that honestly are good representatives 
of the breed will sometime during 1935 gladly be taken 
for twice the price they were worth during 1934. I think 
real dairy cows, as I would call them, that sold during 1934 
for less than $100 will bring twice the price in the very 
near future. 

In order to have this come true there should be sound 
reasons for it. In the first place, there has. been and still 
is a very rigid culling going on because of the shortage of 
feed nearly all through this nation. Secondly, the abor- 
tion test is taking out a large number of dairy cattle. My 
third reason, production test is reducing the number more 
than ever before. Fourth, the eastern buyers of dairy 
cattle are much stronger for the black and white cattle 
than they were in the past. One other reason that I think 
is still worth recognizing is business in general is notice- 
ably on the upgrade. 

Hoping you can use this with perhaps some remodeling 
to your liking, and with best wishes for a very Happy New

bi-monthly plan than it does to have their herd in Cow 
Testing Association work. I honestly feel that more at- 
tention should be paid to getting breeders to test than 
to analyzing the work that has been done by breeders who 
are already testing. The intelligent breeder who has had 
his herd on test for a period of years knows what bulls 
have increased the production and what bulls have de- 
creased production. The records show that and it does 
not take any seventh son of a seventh son to figure it out. 

Readers of the World will be surprised to hear I am 
sure that some leading breeders do not even take the 
Holstein-Friesian World. To me one of the best pieces of 
extension work that is being done is by the distribution of 
the World to every breeder who has done business with 
the secretary’s office during the year. 

The money that is spent in the Advanced Registry 
oftice is well spent and certainly brings to the breed a 
lot of publicity that would cost huge sums of hard cash 
were it to be purchased from the newspapers. 

Breeders everywhere it seemed to me are of the 
opinion that the National Association should further some 
program of advertising that would bring about the in- 
creased consumption of milk. Just how, where and when 
they do not seem to know but if the proposition were put 
to a vote I am sure that the large majority of members 
would vote for a milk advertising program to be spon- 
sored and paid for by the Association. 

I am of the opinion that we should encourage breeders 
to test and that no matter what classification they select 
they should be given every opportunity to prove up their 
sires in the way that they believe best. After all where 
would we be were it not for the breeders who have kept 
their herds on test year after year and who have proven 
up the sires that have made the Holstein breed what it is 
today.

regularly. She was selected by Mr. Craig, Sr., and has 
made two records each above 29,000 lbs. milk and 900 lbs. 
fat, and a third above 800 lbs. fat in three-year-old form. 
Her dam, Yesletine Piebe, had over 1,000 lbs. fat and 
31,000 lbs. milk, and her sire was Lola Segis Pontiac 
Homestead, a son of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. 
A great frame of a cow with her udder still held up well 
at 15 years, she carries a rating of Excellent for type in 
herd classification. Two of her sons have been in service 
and are sires of a large part of the herd today. The older 
son, which she was carrying when they bought her, was 
by Sir Johanna Glen Ormsby, and the younger by Ormsby 
Sensation 44th. The older bull, Sir Lola Piebe Home- 
stead, has an index based on six pairs of dam-daughter 
comparisons, of 16,840 lbs. milk, 658 lbs. fat, 3.91% fat. 
Several of his daughters test above 4% the year round, 
and are strong, useful cows. The younger son, who was 
not so long in service, sired fine production and strong 
rugged individuals, like his mother, but their test was not 
so satisfactory. An index, based upon his first three 
daughters, was figured by Mr. Craig at 24,052 lbs. milk, 
669 Ibs. fat, 2.78% fat. 

Following these two sires came Pabst Prilly American, 
son of the famous Pabst American Beauty, by King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly. There is a nice group of heifers coming 
along by him, and one or two of his sons have also been 
used in a limited way to get a line on what they can 
do. These bulls will then be put into other herds, with a 
string that can pull them back if needed. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Craig is making an intensive search for the right 
proven sire to maintain the excellent production and test 
of the daughters of Sir Lola Piebe Homestead. 

Allegheny County Home 

While in the locality, we drove over to Woodville to 
give the once-over to the Allegheny County Home herd. 
This herd numbers about 175, all pure bred Holsteins, and 
practically all bred on the farm. They have been ac- 
credited for fourteen years, and for the last three tests 
free from Bang’s Disease. In the Allegheny County D. H. 
I. A. the herd has made a splendid record, in one year 
making the exceptional average of 408 lbs. fat, 11,984 lbs. 
milk for 108.5 cows. This is seldom equalled for a herd 
of this size. One of the good cows in the herd in five 
consecutive years has produced over 94,000 lbs. milk. 

Present herd sires are Banostine Pontiac Walker, 
Canadian-bred and a show bull, a grandson of Echo Har- 
tog Mercedes and Sir Romeo Banostine; Jonabell Noble, 
Jonabell bred, a son of King Fayne Matador out of Jona- 
bell Jean, the daughter of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, 
from whom John Bell has retained a younger son, Achilles, 
for service in his herd, and Carnation Ormsby General. 
purchased of Carnation in the last Brentwood Sale. He 
is a son of Matador Segis Ormsby trom an 842.6-lb. fat 
granddaughter of King Segis 10th of Hazelwood breeding. 

Lloyd Burnside is in direct charge of the herd, with 
Major J. Clyde Miller as the sympathetic president of the 
Board of Directors. Paul Misner is quoted as remarking 
about this herd—‘While the rest of us are trying to figure 
out how it can be done, these people go ahead and do it.” 
It is a real asset for Allegheny County and the breed. 

Bell Farms 

Final call of the afternoon was at Bell Farms, Coraopo- 
lis, an establishment where so much Holstein history has 
been made. We missed connections with Mr. E. FE. Rieck, 
owner, but Supt. Paul Nettrour did the honors in a quick 
survey of this herd, which we understand now has more 
cows on A. R. test than any other institution of the breed 
The herd, big and little, counted up to 379 head. and they 
have 57 head on test in Class B. The test cows have no 
special Pampering. making their records right in the 
stanchions, in the certified milking line. which is a handi- 
cap to maximum production as all know who have gone 
through it. Leafing through the test book we were im- 
pressed with the high average productions of these heif- 
ers. A little work with the adding machine showed the 
last 28 first calf heifers to finish averaged 11,541.8 lbs. 
milk, 459.1 lbs. fat, average test 3.52%. a really remark- 
able showing under the conditions, and considering that 
every heifer was included in the test, with no culling or 
sorting. Interesting also was the fact that everyone of 
the number was born and raised at Bell Farms. 

Bell Farm Roseball Sensation leads the parade with 
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567.5 lbs. tat, freshening at 2 years, 2 months, while the 
highest milk production was that of Bell Farm Tehee 
Sensation with 16,575.2 lbs. milk. Only one heifer in the 
lot that went for the full 365 days was under 400 lbs. fat. 
Few farms can boast of such producing two-year-olds as 
this. 

Principal herd sires now in use are King Bessie 
Ormsby Fobes, son of King Bessie from Raymondale 
Fobes, distinguished 800-lb. fat daughter of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes and Wisconsin Fobes 7th; and Carnation 
Homestead Matador, son of North Star Joe Homestead, 
from a 960-lb. fat daughter of Matador Segis Walker, the 
second dam above 1,000 lbs. fat. At the time of our visit 
they had 2) daughters of the King Bessie bull and seven- 
teen cows and heifers in calf to him. The bull himself 
is a very big deep fellow (as might be expected from his 
dam) and we liked his calves very much. The Carnation 
bull, likewise, has come on nicely and already has six 
young daughters, and many more on the way. 

Ormsby Sensation 23d, just past 13 years old, was also 
in service at the time of our visit, but very much crippled 
up from age. so we doubt if they get much more use of 
him. They have been fortunate in getting 16 daughters 
from him which are now in the herd. This has been one 
of the great sons of old Ormsby Sensation. His daugh- 
ters include Ormsby Hengerveld Tehee, with 1,052.4 lbs. 
fat, 32,751.5 lbs. milk and Daisy Teake Sensation with 
1,054.4 Ibs. tat, 28,945.9 lbs. milk. The Tehee cow, except 
for the last week of her record, was tested at Bell Farms 
and sold in one of the Brentwood Sales to Elmwood. Teake 
was developed at Shawangunk Valley. 

The herd includes some very interesting family groups, 
including 39 daughters of Bell Farm Sensation Lad; 18 
daughters of Bell Farm Calamity Posch (DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posech); 18 daughters of Netherland Johanna 
Sir Ollie; 30 daughters of Bell Farm Carzone; 12 daugh- 
ters of old King Ona himself; 7 by his son, Sunrise Ona, 
and 12 by North Star Ozone Champion. Evidence of the 
fine health of the herd appears in the well filled calf barn 
and the yuarters for the growing heifers. 

The herd is multiplying rapidly, to all appearance, with 
stall room fully occupied and some new building in prog- 
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ress to increase the capacity further. The Bell Farms 


herd is already one of the largest of the breed, and with 
their program of development is going to permit of some 
very interesting breeding combinations for future progress.

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The Cost of Raising a Dairy Cow 


ERNEST M. WRIGHT, Iowa 


“What is a dairy cow worth? What 
does it cost to raise a dairy heifer to 
freshening age?”, are questions often 
asked by many dairymen. 

The 4-H dairy calf club members of 
lowa have some records which help 
to give a very good idea of the ap- 
proximate cost. The club members 
who exhibit at the State Dairy Club 
Show held at the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress are required to keep a complete 
record of the amounts of feed fed and 
the farm value of such feeds. Some 
of these records have been sum- 
marized and they disclose the interest- 
ing fact that the average calf at one 
year of age November 1, 1934 had 
consumed $26.81 worth of feed in the 
275-days feeding period, or 9.7¢c a day. 
The average heifer was about 2.65 
months old when started on feed. The 
average heifer at two years of age 
November 1, 1934 had consumed 
$59.19 worth of feed in one year and 
nine months on feed, or 9.6¢ a day, 
and the average third-year heifer at 
two years and ten and_= one-half 
months ot age November 1, 1934, had 
consumed $90.77 worth of feed in two 
years and seven and one-half months 
on feed, or 9.5¢ a day. 

The average first-year calf won a 
total of $23.06 in cash premiums at 
county, district and state 4-H dairy 
shows. The average second-year 
heifer in two years’ competition had 
wen $55.98 in cash prizes and the 
average third-year heifer had won 
$60.86 in three years’ competition. 

The most interesting figures to the 
average dairyman will probably be 
those on the heifers just two years 
of age and for the most part ready to 
freshen about November 1, 1934. There 
were thirty heifers in this section and 
were fed by twenty-six different club 
members who live in twelve different 
counties. Iowa farm prices of feed 
were used in figuring these costs. The 
club members are an average of $16.5 
years old and have been in the 4-H 
dairy club 4.5 years. The heifers were 
on feed 617 days and averaged 3.5 
months old when started on feed. 
During the 617 days the average 


heifer consumed the following 
amounts of feed:

The total cost of roughage and pias- 
ture amounted to $24.35, making a 
total feed cost of $59.19 for 617 days, 
or 9.6c per day. These figures show 
the cost of feeding a heifer 617 days 
prior to November 1, 1934. 


What would it cost at the present 


time with the higher feed costs? 
With corn at 80c, oats at 50c a bushel, 
wheat bran at $32 a ton, legume hay 
at $20 a ton, mixed hay at $12, corn 
silage at $5 a ton and pasture at 75c 
a month and other prices in propor: 
tion we find these same amounts of 
feeds mentioned above would cost 
$97.59, or 15.8c a day. 

Now then, we must remember that 
the feed cost of raising a heifer is 
only about three-fourths of the total 
cost. Other costs include labor, barn 
space, sire service, veterinary bills, 
insurance, interest and death losses. 
So when we add this to the above 
figures we find that it cost a grand 
total of about $79.19 for the 617 days 
prior to November Ist, 1934, or 12.8c¢ 
a day, and at the present level, 
$130.02 or 21 cents a day. In other 
words it actually cost $93.44 to feed 
and care for a heifer from birth to 
two years of age prior to November 
1, 1934 and at present price levels it 
would cost $153.30. 

It is true that the average 4-H dairy 
club member takes better care of his 
heifer and feeds heavier than the 
average dairyman. However, the aver- 
age dairyman may feed less grain but 
he will have to feed more roughage. 
He will also probably feed his heifers 
two and one-half years before they 
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freshen, whereas the club boy by 
pushing his heifer can have her 
freshen at two years and she wil) still 
be much larger and better developed 
than the average farmer's heifers at 
two and one-half years of age. 

The important deductions to make 
from these interesting facts are: 

1. Farmers” should” stop raising 
every heifer calf but should veal the 
poorer ones. 

2. Raise the heifers from only the 
best cows. At present feed prices it 
costs $115.34 to feed a heifer from 
birth to freshening age. Total cost 
will amount to $153.30. (Iowa figures) 

3. Bull calves should not be raised 
at all unless they can be sold at a 
reasonable profit. At present feed 
prices it will cost $67.00 to feed and 
care for a bull calf up to one vear of 
age. This does not include the value 
of the calf to begin with. 

4. A farmer must select wisely 
those calves he plans to raise. He 
cannot afford to put high priced feed 
into poor quality cattle. Undoubtedly 
cattle prices will be some higher in 
1935 but they have a long way to go 
before the farmer can afford to raise 
springing heifers for sale. Further- 
more feed prices will probably be 
lower in 1935. Even so the cost of 
raising a heifer to freshening will still 
be high and the problem requires 
careful study. Of course each farmer 
should endeavor to raise enough heif- 
ers to maintain his own herd. 


Fifty-sixth Earlville Sale 


The 56th sale in the Earlville series 
was held in the Earlville, N. Y., sale 
pavilion, December 12, and resulted in 
a general average of $103.30 for 88 
head. The following summary shows 
the averages by ages:

ing bull, Ellkay Royal Raider (son of 
Carnation Royal) to Grover C. Guern- 
sey, Cobleskill, N. Y., for $200.

A. work 
since 1929, making herd averages each 
year from 269 to 331 lbs. fat. He put 
about 40 of the heaviest milkers on 
three-time milking, changed the feed 
to a more balanced protein ration, fed 
beet pulp to the three-time milkers, 
and turned out an average for 1933-34

About three years a strict sanitation 
program was adopted, under the 
supervision of Dr. Frank E. Walsh 
of the Veterinary Department of Iowa 
State College and with the coopera- 
tion of Dr. W. H. Riser of Glenwood 
and the herdsman. Much has been 
accomplished in ridding the herd of 
mastitis, Bang’s Disease, sterility and 
the various calf diseases. A new type 
isolation barn has been erected for 
the Bang reactors which are cared 
for by separate help. Blood tests are 
made each month and positive animals 
immediately removed to this barn, 
their program resulting in the saving 
of 40 heifer calves during the past 
year. It is hoped that in a few more 
years they make raise enough heifers 
to permit them to eliminate the Bang 
herd.

He blames’ the recent 
great spread of Bang’s Disease to the 
fact that breeders and dairymen have 
been doing more exchanging of cattle 
as a result of the tuberculosis era- 
dication campaign and recommends 
regular blood testing to build up nega- 
tive herds. He _ believes that much 
sterility is due to over feeding and 
crowding for abnormally high produc- 
tion. As to mammitis, he believes 
more attention to cleanliness’ will 
help and that much garget would be 
prevented by milking heavy producers 
three times a day instead of only 
twice. He advocated the strip cup 
for detecting garget in its early stages. 
An interesting round table discussion 
followed the address.

cey Rose School, Terre Haute, 
Indiana, is an interesting one and 
shows, conclusively, what can be 
accomplished by any owner of grades 
who has an ambition to increase his 
production through the medium of 
pure breds without investing addi- 
tional capital. 

This herd originally consisted of 
mixed grades representing a total in- 
vestment of approximately $720.00. 
The first two registered Holsteins 
were purchased November 11, 1911, 
entirely from the sale of surplus ani- 
mals. All succeeding purchases have 
been similarly made. Not a dollar of 
the school’s regular funds have ever 
been invested in the herd except the 
original $720.00. The herd has had to 
pay for itself from surplus sales. 

Every animal in the present herd, 
except the herd bull and two females, 
is a descendant of two of their high- 
est producing foundation cows who 
have proved unusual transmitting 
ability.

and lastly, Triune Piebe Papoose, full 
brother of the only six times AIll- 
American cow, with a record of 1,121 
lbs. 

Papoose is the sire of their present 
bull, Sir Heilo Papoose, whose six 
nearest dams average 1,119 lbs. but- 
ter with an average test of 3.95% fat. 
Heilo’s dam is a daughter of K. P. O. 
P. and also has an 1,119 lb. record 
and two yearly tests over 4%. His 
dam and granddam each won first 
prize at the Minnesota State Fair. 
The latter formerly held the world’s 
record. His dam has two daughters 
with records of 940 Ibs. and 801 Ibs. 
butter as two year olds. His sire’s 
first six daughters have two year old 
records averaging 728 lbs. butter. 

Ten cows in the herd have just re- 
cently completed their lactation rec- 
ord in the Vigo County Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association and have 
made an average production, per cow, 
of 508.9 lbs. fat from 14,844.7 lbs. of 
milk in Class C, in 344 days. This is 
by far the highest record ever made 


Tie record made by the pure 


in this section of Indiana. Three of 
these records were made as two year 
olds, being from 510.8 lbs. to 524.2 lbs. 
of fat and from 14,071 lbs. to 14,237 
Ibs. milk. The highest completed rec- 
ord was 651.4 lbs. fat from 20,283 Ibs. 
milk, made by a four year old, who 
has a daughter and a sister who have 
just made over 500 lbs. fat as two 
year olds. Two other two year olds 
are well on their way to excellent 
records. 

Representatives from this herd 
have twice been shown at the Indiana 
State Fair where they won several 
first, second and third prizes. A sen- 
ior yearling bull raised and bred in 
this herd, defeated the bull who was 
made Junior Champion at the Ohio

State Fair the week previous and who 
was made Grand Champion in Michi- 
gan and Reserve All-American that 
fall. 


The daughters of their present sire, 
Sir Heilo Papoose, are not yet in pro- 
duction but look very promising. All 
are of good type and have splendid 
udder development. There is not a 
“sloper” in the bunch or in the en- 
tire herd, nor is thre a broken down 
udder, due, without doubt, to the fact 
that great care is taken in feeding 
before and after freshening and no 
cow is ever forced to her capacity. 
Sixteen pounds of grain is the most 
that any cow ever receives, no matter 
how high her production may be. Mr. 
Alden, the Superintendent, considers 
that a fair record, a good udder and 
a consistent producer and breeder is 
the goal to keep in mind. The herd is 
accredited and has a clean Herd Cer- 
tificate for Bang’s disease. 


When the herd was classified by 
Judge Clair I. Miller, Medina, Ohio, it 
was rated 50% “Good” and 50% “Very 
Good.” Not an animal was rated 
“Poor’ or “Fair.” 

From a grade herd having an aver- 
age production per cow of only 8,000 
lbs. to 9,000 lbs. of milk to a reg- 
istered herd having, through per- 
sistent culling and careful breeding, 
an average of nearly 15,000 lbs. per 
cow, and an increase in value from 
$720.00 to several times that amount, 
without investing any funds except 
from the sale of surplus stock, is an 
achievement which Mr. Alden con- 
siders has been well worth while. 
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SUMMARY OF BANG’S DISEASE 
TESTING 


A report from the U. S. D. A., on 
Bang’s disease testing during July, 
August, September and October, 1934, 
shows the tests applied to 232,185 
head in 12,016 herds. Just over half 
of the herds tested (6,256) were found 
to be negative, the total cattle in these 
herds being 91,567 head. In the other 
5,670 herds, containing 140,618 head, 
33,368 head reeacted, or a little over 
14%. At the close of the period, 
16,643 herds containing 315,321 head, 
were under supervision, with a wait- 
ing list of some 891,986 head of cattle. 
Not all of the states have yet come 
in under this joint Federal-State pro- 
gram, and some made earlier starts 
than others. Minnesota has _ over 
1,000 negative herds in this report, 
and in addition has a waiting list of 
some 360,000 head signed up and 
ready. Virginia has tested the larg- 
est number of animals (29,222 head) 
and has 966 negative herds, while 
Ohio has tested 28,821 head in 1,963 
herds, of which 833 herds were nega- 
tive. Wisconsin found 543 negative 
herds out of 1,145 herd tested and is 
going forward with this program in a 
big way with 324,600 head on the 
waiting list. 


D. B. Logan, Chewelah, Wash., 
writes that about ten years ago he 
purchased a heifer named Waukona 
Myretta from A. H. Reilly, Waukon, 
Wash. She became the foundation 
cow of his herd and when she was 
well along in years, he sold her to 
S. B. Hall, Troutdale, Ore. Readers 
of the World will remember this cow 
as the grand champion at Portland in 
1938, she shortly thereafter finishing 
a Class B record of 969.9 Ibs. fat, 
breaking the Oregon State Record 
and qualifying for a 305-day record of 
870.2 lbs. fat, which is the second 
highest in the United States in Class 
B. Mr. Logan still has in his herd 
three daughters, six granddaughters 


and four great granddaughters of 


this grand old cow, one of her daugh- 
ters, Princess Myretta, 
617.9 lbs. fat from 18,780 lbs. milk as 


a four-year-old on two-time milking 


and mostly on pasture. Mr. Logan is 
a member of a Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association and made a herd 
average of 432 lbs. fat, 12,850 lbs. 
milk for the year ending in October. 
His herd is headed by Hallrose Inka 
Pet 650911, his former herd sire, 
Waukona Aaggie King Fayne, now 
being owned by Mr. Hall. 





Friedel Farms, Viola, Del., made a 
fine showing at their state fair at 
Harrington, Del., their new herd sire, 
Inkarnation Inka, purchased by 
Oosterhuis Farms at the Royal Brent- 
wood last June, topping a good class of 
ten senior yearlings and taking junior 
champion honors.

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PROCEDURE FOR CONTROLLING 
BOVINE MASTITIS 


Owners of cattle affected with 
mastitis, a disease of the milk glands, 
may take advantage of Federal 
emergency funds for combating the 
disease through the assistance of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. This 
work is authorized by a ~— regula- 
tion designated as B. A. I. Order 361, 
to be effective January . 1935. The 
order, which will be administered by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
cooperating State and local sanitary 
officials, provides that any owner may 
apply for the examination of his herd 
by an accredited veterinarian repre- 
senting the Bureau or State. Cows 
that show marked physical evidence 
of mastitis will then be removed and 
slaughtered and indemnities paid to 
the owner according to the appraised 
value. 

Funds amounting to $800,000 for 
conducting this work and for the pay- 
ment of indemnities have been 
allotted by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration out of money 
made available by the La _ Follette 
amendment to the Jones-Connally Act. 
Similar emergency work was begun 
during the summer with bovine tuber- 
culosis and Bang’s disease of cattle, 
and the new order will extend the 
disease-control work to another cattle 
disease that is the source of heavy 
losses to dairymen. 


Indemnities on Same Basis as T B 
Eradiction 

The payment of indemnities for 
cows eliminated from a herd are to 
bé made on the same basis as for 
tuberculosis and Bang’s disease. The 
indemnity for a grade cow shall not 
exceed $20 and for a registered pure 
bred $50; the owner also receives the 
salvage for each animal slaughtered. 
Animals on which indemnities are to 
be paid must be marketed for slaugh- 
ter within a period of 30 days after 
the date of appraisal. Mastitis control 
may be conducted only in herds which 
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are under State and Federal super- 
vision for tuberculosis and Bang’s 
disease, or where the owner agrees to 
carry on such work. 

In addition to aiding herd owners 
in eliminating any animals found to 
be badly infected with mastistis, the 
department also offers suggestions 
for controlling the spread of infection 
by a special program of management. 
Such a program consists in detection 
of infected animals by a _ qualified 
veterinarian and the use of the follow- 
ing sanitary measures. 

When each animal in a herd has 
been examined and the condition of 
the udder determined, the animals 
with marked cases of mastitis should 
be removed from the herd and 
slaughtered. They are of little value 
and are the chief source of infection. 
They will be paid for as_ provided 
above. The herd owner should then 
divide the remaining animals into 
three groups, the healthy cows in one, 
those which are suspected of having 
the disease in another, and, finally 
animals which have slight cases of 
mastitis in the third group. He 
should then take precautions to keep 
the disease under control. 


Sanitary Procedures Prevent Spread 
of Infection 


Before milking, all udders should 
be thoroughly cleaned and washed in 
a suitable chlorine solution of a 
strength to kill mastitis germs. The 
healthy cows should be stabled 
separately from the others if possible 
and milked before either of the other 
groups. The cows known to have the 
disease should always be milked last. 
The milker should take special pre- 
caution to wash his hands in warm 
soapy water or chlorine solution and 
dry them before milking the next ani- 
mal. If a milking machine is used, 
the teat cups should be rinsed in a 
chlorine solution before each cow is 
milked. After milking, the teats of 
each cow should be .dipped in a 
chlorine solution to disinfect the ends

Between milkings the milking ma- 
chine should be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. 

If these suggestions are strictly fol- 
lowed, there should be no further 
spread of the disease to the healthy 
animals. Also there should be a re- 
duction in the severity of the disease 
in the affected group. The detailed 
procedure for controlling bovine mas- 
titis is published and may be oOb- 
tained, on request, from the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 


OHIO DAIRY SHORT COURSE 

The Eight Weeks Course in Dairy 
Husbandry at Ohio State University 
will be given from January 2d to 
March Ist, inclusive, 1935. 

The work in this course will in- 
clude studies and _ practice in the 
breeding, feeding and management of 
dairy cattle, as well as dairy cattle 
judging and breeding history. Courses. 
in milk production and in the testing 
of milk will also be given. This course 
is designed to be of interest both to 
the man on the farm and the man who 
is preparing for herd improvement 
association work. 

Communications addressed either 
to the Dean of the College of Agricul- 
ture or to the Department of Animal 
Husbandry will bring complete  in- 
formation. 


H. E. Bolan, Camp Director of the 
Federal Transient Camp, maintained 
by the State of Connecticut in co- 
operation with the Federal Transient 
Bureau at Botsford, Conn., writes ex- 
pressing his pleasure in the develop- 
ment of the fine Holstein at the camp.

Mr. Bolan writes that the Assistant 
State Director of the Federal Tran- 
sient Bureau, Edward A. Currier, Jr., 
is so impressed with the fine work 
of these cattle that he plans to stock 
the new farms to be opened next year 
with the good old dependable “Black 
and White”.
